Danish physicist, is attending the 
third Washington Conference in 
Theoretical Physics, which be- 
gan yesterday and will continue 
through Saturday; It is held un- 
der the auspices of the Carnegie 
Institution and the /University, 
the work of Ayhich is under the 
direction of Dr. George Gamow 
an^l Dr. Edward Teller, professors 
of theoretical physics. 

Dr. Rohr, outstanding In the 
realm of modern physics, is direc- 
tor of the University Institute for 
Theoretical Physics fri Copenhagen, 
Denmark. He is known fjor the de- 
velopment of the quantum theory 
which supplants Newton’s mechan- 
ics theory, as Concerns radiation of 
the atom. In 1922 he waa awarded 
the Nobel prize for his, wc^rk In 
physics. /

Howard University Is th* author 
of several books and a contributor 
of numerous articles to both the 
American Journal of Sociology and 
the Journal of Negro Education. 
Best known of his books are ’The 
Negro Family in Chicago,” 1932, 
and 'Thb Fi%e Negro Family,’’ 
pr. Frgzler’s special Held of In- 
terest is the Negro family. He Is 

? specially concerned with the el- 
ect of urban conditions on the 
family. 

His thorough work In the Held 
of social research on Negro life 
was brought to the attention of 
the National Research Council of 
America in 1935, following his re- 
port to the Mayor's Commission of 
New York on the social and econ- 
omic conditions in the Negro com- 
munity of Harlem. 

As recognition, the Research 
Council has granted him $12,000 to 
continue his research, the results 
of which are to appear in his new 
book ‘The Negro Family In the 
United States.” 

The Lester F. Ward Society es- 
tablished in March 1936 was named 
for the "father of American Socio- 
logy/’ 

A permanent collection of Ward’s 
books, photographs, and other per- 
sonal belongings to be displayed 
in a case In the new social science 
library is being made by the so- 
ciety. Among the most valuable 
of the possessions are Ward’s per- 
sonal diary, written in his hand 
writing from January to April 
1913, the last entry being made 15 
days before his death.

At the outset of ihe second half, 
the Colonials Increased their mar- 
gin to 23-18, but the visitors rallied 
and tied the score at 26-26 with 
only six minutes remaining to play. 
Bob Faris, who replaced Butter- 
worth In the early part of the sec- 
ond half, missed a charity toss but 
sunk a snowbird to give his team 
a two-point lead. Westminster re- 
taliated with a bucket from mid- 
flobr to again tie the score. O’Brien 
and Faris scored two buckets In 
succession to add to Kiesei's shot 
to give the Colonials a total of 34 
to the loser's 30. 

In the preliminary to the varsity 
victory, the Freshmen, under the 
leadership of Coach Arthur Zahn. 
thoroughly trounced the Massanut- 
tan Military Academy cagers to the 
tune of 39-25. The leaders of the 
yearlings’ attack were Joe Head- 
stream, new star at center, and 
the flashy guard, Meyer Aronson. 
The frosh triumph was so com- 
plete that the entire roster saw ac- 
tion In the contest with the leaders 
of the Virginia Prep School Bas- 
ketball League.

Successful Examples 
In 1933 at the: Uhiversity of 
Washington 27 men started a co- 
op dormitory by depositing $10 
each. That cooperative now has 320 
members flllirig eight houses. In 
the University of California there 
are three cooperative dormitories, 
one ojf them being the largest apart- 
ment house in Berkeley, where 
room and board may be obtained 
for $17.50 per month. 

Other successful co-op enterprises 
on campuses are book stored, res- 
taurants, cleaning and pressing es- 
tablishments, and buying, pools. 
Harvard has the largest co-op which 
in 1935 did $980,000 worth of busi- 
ness with a rebate ranging from 
7% to 9%. This year there are 
160 campus co-ops on at least 100 
campuses. The co-op method of 
meeting the living needs 6t college 
students has been tried 7 and sterns 
to be proving successful. :\ 

At the meeting tonight a ques- 
tionnaire will be circulated for 
those interested in a co-op restaur- 
ant serving full meals. 

Plans for a co-op bookstore and 
a co-op rooming house will be dis- 
cussed. The study groups and or- 
ganizations developing from this 
meeting will be what those attend- 
ing wish to make them.

An Official Sticker 

£\AR stickers used at the University during the 
past several years have been of a nondescript 
variety.

me, fulfilled one of the prime functions of the 
Union— an open discussion of national problems. 
If there was not sufficient material for a debate, 
and I certainly would not deny that the Left has 
the preri 


itive of deciding as to that, there was at 
lewt sufficient material to start an open forum 
among students and to guide their discussion 
through acceptable channels. 

Sometimes I think Union members overshoot 
their mark in gathering material for their discus- 
lions in that they get too much technical data, and 
too many involved statistics, with the result that to 
the average student their debates don’t mean as 
much as they might. I make that statement from 
personal experience, as I’ve attended Union meet- 
ings and other meetings of Union members, when 
the material being bandied back and forth was com- 
pletely over my head. 

When that point is reached, it is time for the 
Union to pull in its reins and get its feet back to 
earth. The moment it gets beyond the realm of the 
lay student and can no longer make an appeal to 
him, it will begin to lose drawing power and start 
on the road to becoming an ordinary debating so- 
ciety, which it no more of a pleasant prospect to 
me than to thoae students who organized the Union 
and have brought it to its present position. 

And that, in brief, is my criticism of the Left’s 
action. If there was not sufficient material avail- 
able for a debate, the. Left in declining the bid to 
debate the subject, might have issued an invitation 
to discus# it in an open forum, where representatives 
of the Left and Center would start and guide the 
discussion, but would leave the major portion ol it 
to those students in attendance. 

I would like to hear an elaboration of the reasons 
of Donald Cooper, chairman of the Left, for refus- 
ing the Center's challenge. I hope he will make 
same sort of elaboration, not for me alone as I could 
go to him and ask him, but for the dozens of stu- 
dents who probably feel as I do about his decision. 
He might wrift a letter to the editor, or issue a 
public statement. In fact, if he so desires, he can

The Society of the Sigma Xi 

JTORMAL installation ceremonies of the local 
chapter of the Society of the Sigma Xi will be 
held in conjunction with the Mid-winter Convoca- 
tion, Feb. 22. Although most of us know in a 
general way the significance of this action ; in many 
cases students and faculty Alike are in the dark as 
to the specific aims and purposes of the organiza- 
tion, and as to just what affiliation with the na- 
tional group will mean to the University. With 
this in mind, we present a brief review of the his- 
tory of the society. 

Established in 1886 at Cornell the society con- 
sists of some 65 chapters located throughout the 
United ; States. The society was formed with the 
intention of estlblishing in scientific and technical 
institutions a group, the badge of which would have 
the same significance of scholarly merit as that of 
Phi Beta Kappa among classical students. , .

ence; or by any student in the institution, who 
through actual work of investigation, has exhibited 
an aptitude for scientific research. Associate mem- 
bership may be granted any graduate, student who 
has shown marked excell ence in one or more depart-

With the announcement of a 
$368.42 deficit.., Howard Ennes, di- 
rector of^he 1936 University Fiesta, 
submitted a complete financial re- 
port, including recommendations 
for the' future to the Student Coun- 
cil last Tuesday. 

The Director named as the prim- 
ary cause of the deficit the last* 
minute decision on the part of thb 
District authorities with reference 
to mechanical pntertainment ’ facili- 
ties. In previous years thfe ferris 
wheel and merry-go-round had 
been the primary attraction and the 
chief Source of revenue of the 
Fiestqi Last year, however, a few 
days 'before the Fiesta was sched- 
uled to open, District authorities 
cancelled A previously-granted per- 
mit for the erection of these fa- 
cilities. Ennes estimated that this 
refusal cut The activity's income by 
more than one third. , , 

I VThe report, more than 20 pages 
lopg. was divided intb a "Financial 
Report" and “Report of The Direc- 
tor’ and Recommendations". The 
financial section was approved by 
the University comptroller late in 
January. Uf. X ’ N / • > 

Ennes’ report went on to call to 
the attention of the Council several, 
other factors of "equal inportance" 
to the financial. 

He recommended that If the 
Fiesta is to live, the carnival idea 
must be changed, and a Fiesta of 
the pafct type must not be consid- 
ered. He also 'stated that the 
Fiesta must he part of a planned 
program of student /activities and 
that It must be a permanent Insti- 
tution. 

The report continued with the 
suggestion that the organization of 
the Fiesta should be flexible enough 
to allow advances and changes in 
scope to meet circumstances. E.n- 
nes also pointed out that it/ must 
be decided whether or not the 
i Fiesta shall be a profit-making or- 
ganization, a self-sustaining unit, or 
[ a non-profit organization devoted to 
cultural development of the ' stu* 
dent body. It was the conclusion

(Continued from patfe 1) 
a scries of cases, ~ “On Suddel) 
Death," where he will show that 
after autopsies have been corre- 
lated with the clinical findings, 
heart disease is found to be the 
majority of cases of sudden death. 

After a luncheon served at the 
University Hospital, several more 
papers will be presented In the 
afternoon, with Dr. Bloedorn pre- 
siding.

wide branch banking, and prohibit- 
ed the future incorporation of such 
banks under state laws, was passed 
only after a provision placing the 
R. F. C. under the jurisdiction of 
the governors of the Rederal Re- 
serve System was defeated. This 
section was beaten after Frank 
Brisebois suggested that this would 
place the R. F. C. under the juris- 
diction of a board consisting of pri- 
vate bankers. 

A Right amendment providing for 
the discontinuance of the silver pur- 
chase policy, and that the President 
shall not be able to reduce the gold 
content of the dpllar below the 
present figure was incorporated into 
the bill. 

Though the majority report, with 
the above amendments was passed, 
most of the Union’s time was taken 
up with discussion of the minority 
report. Speaking in favor of direct 
nationalization of the banks, Ennes 
•termed the majority report "ineffi- 
cient and complex." He said, “The 
majority bill does not consider the 
fact that inherent, in our banking 
system are men guided by personal 
interest in profit." He claimed that 
the best interests of the people as a 
whole would be served if our bank- 
ing system were controlled through 
them. 

The chief opposition to this was 
centered in speeches by Miss Dienstl, 
who claimed that it would lead to 
“an American bureaucracy," and 
William Gausmann, who objected to 
the minority on the grounds that 
its suggestion was unconstitutional. 

Aa the Left supported the major- 
ity after Its own proposal was de- 
feated, the final vote on the bill was 
for 54, against 3.
